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THE ENIGMA OF SAMUEL PEPYS 
Was His Diary Meant 
For Posterity? - 


T ercentenary 


JN the ten years (save a few 
months) over which Samuel 
Pepys kept hin Diary, only on ono 
ocenaion did he overtook mention 
of his birthday. 

The anniversury was remember- 
ed with feclings of gratitude for 
Rood henlth and advancement of 
worldly estate; the entry of Febru- 
ary 23, 1665, may be rend an 
typical: 

“This day, in God'a mercy, 1 
am 29 years of nge, and in very 
good henIth, and like to live and 
get an eatute; ond, if I have a 
henrt to be contented, I think I 
may reckon myeelf as happy a 
man as nny in the world, for 
which Ged he praised. So to 
prayers and to bed.” : 
Wore Pepys alive he would be 
keeping to-day his 300th birthday, 
made very happy by the knowledge 
that Englishmen -realised how 
reat oa public servant he was, 
keenly Interested in the — natlonal 
Navy that he did so much -to found,! 
berhapa a little disconcerted by 
the amazing popularity of his 
Diary—we cannot tell. 

Flect-Street Birthplace, 

Pepys died a septurgenarian, 03 
a Ind of 16 remembering King 
Charles L's execention at Whitehall, 
and having lived to sea Queen 
Anne on the Throne. From the 
death-bed at Clapham men carried 
his body to the City church of 8t. 
Olave, Hart-street, slose by which 
the old Navy Office had stood, and 
there he rests beside the young 
wife whose portrait bust looks 
down upan fhe worshipping  con- 
sregation each Sunday. But all 
biographies give his birthplace as 
unknown, which till recent years 
was the case. 
Look into the baptismal register 
of St. Bride's Chureh, in Fleet- 
street, for the year there dated 
1632, the month of March, and you 
rend this: 

“Samuel sonn to John Peapls 
wyef Margaret the--3"

Not only wan the dinrist a Lon- 
doner, he was a Fleet-street: man. 
Why Was The Diary Written? 

Why did Pepys write his Diary 
at the’ Navy Office where hia 
wife would not nee it?) Why, hav- 
ing written it, did’ he leave it with 
ky much apparent care to be dis- 
covered Ivy posterity? One thing 
is certain, the shorthand was not 
used aa acciptier for concealment. 
though it caused the Diary’s  {m- 
portnnce to be overlooked for a 
century and a quarter after 
Pepya’s death, and much puzzled 
the firat translators. 

We now know that he used 
Thomas Shelton's system, invented 
about 1620, nnd much improved 
twenty yeara aster, The gift of 
shorthand-writlug, at that time so 
rare, unquentionubis was of the 
greatest assistance in his career to 
the rising young secretary. 

Men have filled diaries for 
many reasons, sufficient and other- 
wise, The urge which so often 
has driven other men to do so can 
have had no weight with Pepys— 
the desire to stand well with 
porterity, to be accepted as im- 
portant, to Ienve information for 
an admiring family, te serve that 
vanity which {a in most of us. 
Few dinrica ring true. 

There remains self-qratification. 
Perhaps with Pepys that was it, 
with some admixture of pardonable 
vanity—that, too, if not missing 
from the immortal Dinry, Pepys 
plensed himaelf by recalling the 
famous men amidst whom he mov- 
ed, the great eventa and decirions 
in which he was permitted to nar- 
ticipate, the part played on the 
big stage by the industrious public 
servant. Each day's memories 
pleased him as he wrote his seript 
in quick shorthand, 

The slouds gathered about his 
closing years. What pleasure this 
Disry was capable of giving the 
ageing man as, wracked and feeble, 
he read again of the great days! 

But it contains s0 much clec— 
so much that is revealing of petti- 


the City Corporation on the front 


ness, of incidents that besmirch 


reputation, telling of  amurous 
Inpren, and of some others, un- 
doubtedly disreputable, which he 
only hints at to himself by use of 
a string: of nonsenaenl Ietters. All 
thene frank confessions might have 
been Icft out, but they are not. 
They confirm the bellef that Pepys, 
when actualy engaged In writing 
this Dinry, at any rate, mennt Its 
pnyen for no eye but hia own, 


Pepys loved life above all things, ; 


with a zeat that few have aurpass- 
ed. His was a full life, and the 
record should bo full. 

Left To Posterity, 

We are apt to forgot 
Dinry is the work of a man in the 
‘twenties and ‘thirties. The young 
Pepys wrote it. But there the 
Diary volumes stand in Magdalene 
College, Cambridge, to thia day— 
carefully bound and ordered, In 
the original presses, there with hia 
other books, by his express direc- 
tlons, that Magdalene or Trinity 
should have his library after his 
nephew's death. And those are 
the dircctions of the ageing Pepya, 
not of the young man, 

Surely Pepys winhed posterity to 
read the Diary, though Why, who 
shall say now? The written 
volumes could so casily have been 
destroyed at any time in the Inter- 
val of thirty-four years, They 
were not. All evidence in lacking 
that, ance written, Pepys ever 
looked into them. His voluminous 
correspondence contains no single 
reference to the Diary. 

Once only he admita having 
mentioned it, and then to blame 
himself—‘it not being necessary. 
or maybe convenient, to have it 
known.’ The manuscript bears no 
indication that Pepys In after life 
sought to blacken out anything 
that he had written in the Diary. 


Very Few Omissions. 

The public now have it substan- 
tially complete, though not without 
many textual inaccurncies. Here 
and there brief omissions occur 
which may with advantage be 
restored, but the few sentenees 
purposely suppressed by the trans- 
lators because of their coarseness 
—and the late Dr, J, R. Tanner, of 
Cambridge, who knew the manu- 
script thoroughly, himself assured 
me that they were very few—are 
not likely ever to be printed. 

One can imagine the figure of 
Samuel Pepys without the Diary as 
the “Dictionary of National Bio- 
graphy” would have put him up— 
tho able, industrious, conscientious 
public servant, honest for his day 
in company where honest men 
were rare. The scrupulous Clerk 
of the Acts and later Secretary to 
the Admiralty, carrying out the 
behests of bigger men. Worthy 
but dull. 

That age trented this great 
public servant with characteristic 
meanness. There was £28,000 due 
to him for salary and emoluments 
that were his right, which the 
country never paid. :

round Contract play, when con- 
nidering the question of a Pennlty 
Double, that the Doubler number 
among his tricks at Jenst 1 sure 
trump trick if the doubled contract 
is iy auit bid. This anfety measure 
assures the Doubler that he.will be 
in tho load to take his established 
tricks before the Declarer has dis- 
carded loners in his own hand or 
Dummy on eatnblished cards in the 
other.

West led the King of hearts, and, 
when the Dummy went down, a shift 
was, of course, indicated. At one 
table West shifted to the trump, and 
South, after drawing two rounds of 
trumps, Jed the Queen of clubs from 
the closed hand. West covered, and 
the trick was won with Dummy’s 
Ace, and then the Tieclarer had only 
to lose 1 club and 1 dinmond trick, 
thua making the redoubled contract 
of four spades, This was rather 
wooden defence, lacking wholly in 
imagination. and almost equivalent 
to n concession of defeat. 

At another table, where the same 
fina) contract had been reached. 
West; after winning the King of 
hearts, shifted at once to o club. 
Much to his surprise His partner 
trumped and returned a diamond, 
which he won, and Ied another club, 
which East ruffed. Thus the con- 
tract of four was defeated—not 
through happy chance, but. through 
sound defensive play. 

Even the success of East and 
West by accurate play in defeating 
the contract 1 trick did not justify 
n Penalty Double, as the margin of 
victory was too marrow to give 
North and South the opportunity to 
redouble. 

Squeeze Them And Win. 

Squeeze plays are oO utilisation of 
the time factor in Bridge. Often 
they are the only means by which @ 
contract can be made. Thua s know- 
ledge of squeeze plays and situa- 
tions, “which may reault fn the 
forcing of the dlacard of winning 


cards by opponents, is an csrcntial 
part of the equipment of a good 
Bridge player. 

The thrill of compelling an oppon- 
ent to discard an apparently winning 
card ia one of the greatest that 
comes In the play of a game. The 
hand below, played by Mr. Sam Fry, 
Jr. of Now York ina Duplicate 
game, Illustrates a triple squeeze, 
through which both opponents were 
forced to discard and the Declarer 
enabled to take all the tricks—n 
contract which he had reached 
through rather ambitious bidding.

This 
seomed to him more Hkely to succeed 
than the obvious plays of trumping 
Dummy’s losing hearts as, after all, 
he must depend for his success upon 
securing an additional trick in 
spadea or dlamonds.

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Hitler, Villain Or -Hero. 


DOLF HITLER, Austrinn-born Jabourer, who. has forced: his 

way to the position of Chancellor of Germany, i the man of 
the moment in the eyes of the world. For the present he possesses 
the greatest news value of all outstanding international personali- 
ties, having even ‘displaced Mussolini in popular appeal. There is 
not alittle magic in his name and conjecture on Hitler forms one 
of the main topics of the day all over.the world, The reason is not 
difficult to find. Apart from the spectacular career of the ae 
leader, his position is such that it has an important bearing on the 
most momentous issues. On his success or failure not only does 
much of the fate of Germany depend but also the immediate trend 
of world affairs. Internationa) questions are so interwoven and of 
such delicacy that the opposition of one Power may prevent arrival 
at the international. co-operation so ossential for world recovery, 
and Germany is vitally concerned with every important problem, 
from war debts and disarmament to general economic questions. 
Hitler, if not absolute dictator, has sufficient power and authority 
‘to shape German policy, His own followers comprise almost a major- 
ity of the German people while many of the remainder are com- 
mitted to support him. The new Cabinet was at first regarded as 
an ingenious device whereby President Hindenburg could exercise 
an effective control of Hitler, who was regarded as the prisoner of 
von Papen, Hugenburg and the Prussiun military faction. This 
theory has been since exploded, and it is significant that the cables 
constantly refer to the Nazi Storm Troops — and not the Govern- 
ment forces — as seizing State and Municipal control throughout 
Germany. That Hindenburg is able to exercise some restraining 
influence on the new Chancellor is undoubted, bu’ the compromise 
that obviously has been made between the President and the Nazi 
chieftain was of the latter’s choosing. The aged General who has 
served his country so nobly since the War withstood Hitler in de- 
fiance of public opinion but bowed finally to avoid the threat of civil 
war. Fortunately, Hitler attained his goal without recourse to any 
“March on Berlin,” and the Hindenburg-Hitler coalition may prove 
to be the salvation of Germany. : ;, 

Even if he had never ascended to powcr, Hither had exerted tre- 
mendous influence on the destiny of Germany and the last half-decade 
had become to be known as the Hitler Period, He provided an ideal to 
the youth of the nation — to a youth which, burdencd under a crush- 
ing yoke, faced an outlook of utter despair. On this background 
will be formed Hitler’s claim to posterity. He succeeded in the 
self-imposed task of conquering the German inferiority, complex 
created by the distress among a people grown desperate. ‘ Germany 
awake” became a living national faith, the appeal of the young Nazi 
movement cutting across all social distinctions and embracing in its 
ranks working men, bourgeoise, intelligentsia and aristocrats. Con- 
demnation of Hitler was premature before he had the opportunity 
of demonstrating his qualities ay an administrator. 
and bellicose utterances he created alarm in Europe, but some state- 
ments attributed to him may be discounted as exaggeration, while 
it was inevitable that his views would be tempered by the respon- 
sibility of office. The fears aroused by the mennce of Nazi aggres- 
siveness have not been completely allayed, and disquictude is preva- 
lent among Germany’s neighbours; unrest accentuated by renewed 
friction over the Polish Corridor and the activities of Storm Troops 
along the Rhine frontiers, However alarmists have gained a saner 
perspective of the situation through recent developments, chiefly 
the move, sponsored by Britain, to grant Germany equality, if only 


in principle, and the moderate tone of the German Government's 
statement of policy, announced in the Reichstag on Thursday. 
Hitler reiterated his intention of pursuing his ruthless campaign 
against Communism and the dominant note of his domestic policy 
was one of firmness. But.on foreign affairs ho was surprisingly -re- 
strained and his expression of his nation’s desire for pence was wel- 
come and reassuring. It is early yet to form any definite judgment 
of the new Chancellor, but he has commenced his term of office in 
auspicious manner. Hitler is by no means yet 2 Mussolini but he has 
proved, himself a brilliant pupi) of 11 Duce.

‘Further ordera for maintenance 
and the custody of the complnin- 
ant's two children will be made 
within one week, pending an ap- 
poal by Mr. H. Lo.

Mr. D. B. Evana for the com: 
plainant, in opening hia case, raid 
that the best course for him to 
adopt would be to addresa Hin 
Worship on the ‘points of Inw 
which Mr, Loe had brought out {n 
his final address on the Jast henr- 
ing of the case. 

In dealing with each 
separate charges, 
{here were various dicta which 
were supported by Jaw cases, and 
quoted oa dictum with regard 10 
(C), that of cruelty which rend, 
“a short number of acts of perais- 
tent cruelty on one day may amount 
to persistent cruelty, 

In denling with this particular 
care, counsel] anid he wan at vari- 
ance with Mr, Loe, who contended,

Counre? contended that it did not 
mean that because the Jast act of 
cruelty was not proved that there 
were not others. 

Mr, Evans said it appeared to 
him that the salient feature of the 
case was that Mrs. Spary's evidence 
was corroborated {n some material 
deta], and he proposed to deal with 
the relntive facts as guch. 

Corroborative Evidence 

Referring to the act of Novem- 
ber, 1982, counkel anid there was 
corroboration far the defence, The 
amah said that Mra. Spary did 
complain, and the complainant's 
mother said the same thing, and 
then there was the departure from 
home by the complainant, “People 
de not leave their homes for 
nothing, Your Honour”, he said. 

Counse} also quoted the evidence 
of Sergeant and Mrs, Went which 
he again contended was corroborn- 
tive. 

“Their evidence must have been 
correct otherwise they must have 
come to Court with the deliberate 
intention of committing perjury”. 

Sulcide Attempt 

Referring to the garsing episode, 
Mr. Evans said the essence of it 
was there although the attempt at 
suicide was only made by the de- 
fendant in order to frighten Mrs. 
Spary. The defence were not been 
nble to say that the case was 28 
trumped up one.

Big Movement In 
Southern U.S.A. 


PAYING BAPTIST DEBT. 


Knoxville, Tennesace. 

Like the mothers of Reme who 
saved the republic by casting thet 
jewels into the Forum, Baptists of 
the Southern States of U.S.A. are 
digeing old watches, gold teeth, 
chains, ringa and braceleta from 
trunka and bureau drawern ta re- 
lense their church from debt. 

The movement which is to ex- 
tend to the 24,000 churches of the 
aouthern baptlat convention, began 
at the First Baptist Church here 
and already the Pastor has ao 
bushe! basket full of gold and sil- 
ver trinkets in his office. 

The gold will be collected, melit- 
ed and sold and the proceeds turn- 
ed over to the Southern Baptist 
Convention to help pay the debts

New Sets, 


TWO-WAY CONVERSATIONS. 


Fort Knox, Kentucky. 


Short wave apparatus by which 
two-way conversations can be car- 
ried on simultaneously without a 
changeover switch or retuning has 
been tested here by the United 
States Army. 

The tests were made on two home- 
'made seta, 

Present two-way sets of the U.S. 
Army signal corps use two sets of 
tubes, one for transmitting and one 
i After the operator 
of ono set finishes talking he 
switches over to receive. Tho per- 
son to whom he has beech talking 
changes from receiving to trans- 
mitting, 

“In the new set,” gald o signal 
officer, “we carried on conversations 
just Hke you do on an ordinary 
telephone without having to move 
any switches,” 

The new sct utilises elght ordin- 
ary xecelving tubes in the combined 
sending and receiving circuit. It 
weighs about 18 pounds, less bat- 
terics, compared with the 120 
pounds each of the present U.S. 
Army sets. 

“In ane test,” the Licutenant said, 
“one set was nt hendquarters and the 
other in a car. With the machino 
travelling first ten and then 26 miles 
an hour, conversations were carried 
on up to n distance of about four 
miles. Then the tests were carried 
out between the car and a commer- 
etal lorry with panel bodies, both 
travelling about 86 miles on hour, 
and'tho tests proved satisfactory up 
to a mile and a half.”"—Reuter.
